The Telephone company’s 
filing will become effective 
July 1 unless it is suspended 
by an order of the Public Ser- 
vice Commission of Kentucky. 
The filing was done through 
the Public Service Commission. 

The change would raise the 
monthly cost for a PBX Trunk 
phone line from $10.,35 to 
$17.94. A one-party business 
phone will cost 110.2.3 a month, 
a jump of $3 .35. 

For residence phones, a one- 
party phone will go up from 
$4 10 to $5.70, and a rural multi- 
party phone will be raised 
eighty cents, from $3.20 to 
$4 00 if the Commission ap- 
proves the new rate schedule.. 

Four-party business phones 
are scheduled to be discontinu- 
ed and present services regrad- 
ed to a higher class of service 
provided the schedule is ac- 
ceptable.

Actual construction on the building itself 
has been going on since last October by the 
Smith and Brown Construction Company, a local 
firm. 

The Golf Club secured a Small Business 
Administration loan to begin the project, Mr. 
Coopt'r stated, but tiie main financial support 
came from individuals and from advertising 
firms who participated in the construction and 
furnishing 

Needed '.Family Club" 

‘The old facilities were inadequate, Mr. 
Cooper said, explaining just why the club de- 
cided to build the new club house. ‘‘There has 
long been a recognized need fpr improvement 
in the facilities where this club could be* a 
family club, instead of one merely for men.” 

He said damages suffered in the 1957 flood 
by the old club house were a major factor in 
the decision to build the new one. The fate of 
the old club house has not been decided upon. 

The Hazard Golf Club was organized about 25 
years ago. At present, it is composed of about 
1 10 members. Mr. Cooper said the club hoped 
to get about 40 more members, but that would 
be the maximum because of the limitations im- 
posed by the club's facilities.

The open house nvarked the grand opening 
of the luxurious, $75,000 structure, located 
acroM the rives’ just beyond Lothair at the 
opposite end opposite end of the golf course 
from the old club house. 

The spacious swimming pool was put to 
good use throughout the sweltering afternoon 
by children of guests and several young adults. 
At one time, at least 75 automobiles lined the 
sprawling parking lot losated at the rear of the 
brick building 

Hat Six Main Rooms 

The building is a one-story structure with 
six major rooms. The ballroom, paneled in 
knotty pine, is about 50 by 40 feet. It is mod- 
ernly furnished with lounge-type furniture rest- 
ing on a cork-designed tUe floor. The ceiling 
is of accoustic Celotex. It will be heated by 
ceiling-hung gas blowers, and air-conditioning is 
anticipated, according to .Mr. C. V. Cooper, Jr., 
secretary of the Hazard Golf Club and spokes- 
man for the group. 

A complete kitchen lies adjacent to the 
ballroom. Mr. Cooper described it as ‘‘the most 
modern kitchen in Ferry County” 

other major rooms include women's and 
men's locker rooms, a golf pro shop, and watch- 
man’s quarters. 

The .swimming area is approximately 63 by 
35 by 25 feet in a trapezoidal shaptv, .Mr. 
Cooper -said. The pool itsell is about nine and 
a half feet deep under the single diving board. 

A $4,000 filtering systesn, situated under one 
end of tlie swinuning area, changes the water 
completely every eight hours The pool is also 
completely feaiced in, and life guards will be 
on haml at all times. 

More Landscaping Planned 

One thimsand yard.s of bluegrass sod ha.s 
been .secured for placement around the build- 
ing and pool, and mun.‘ landscaping is planned 
for this coming fall, Mr Cooper said. Plans 
also are in the making for paving the parking 
lot 

Mr. Cooper said the decision to build the 
club house wa.- made at a mtHding of the Club's 
board of directors lasit August. Mr. Coopeo- 
credited iMr Peyton L .Mitchell, former presi- 
dent of the Knott Coal Corporation, as being
